Their shipments 
are now very considerable, and 
they, are: exceedingly busy, 80 
much. so, that they would be unabla 
to commence immediate delivery 
of any large quantity. . oe 

In reference to, hickory shafts It 
is ‘gnid) no ‘shortage exists, In 


‘selecting the material it is neces- 


sary to have a knowledge:of the 
variety that. will respond to the 
proper, lreatment of seasoning 
through a long period. ©. , 
‘ My. Dickinson says that after 
the: selection of, the grade ‘of 
hickory the manufacturing ‘of good 
yolf shafts is ‘the seasoning ‘and 
handling--not only the ‘length, of 
time required, but the piling of the 
dowels and squares, The contro} 
of ‘exposure to air, through the 
changes of. the weather, is an
